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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a toner and toner made by a process, classified in 
class 430, subclass 1 1 1 .4. 

II. Claims 19-20, drawn to a process for producing toner, classified in class 
430, subclass 137.21. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different process such as suspension polymerization and coating or 
aggregating. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. ^ 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. During a telephone conversation with Richard F. Spooner on 2-28-03 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 
1-18. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office 
action. Claims 19-20 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The terms "improved toner" and "improved process" 
are vague, indefinite, and nondescriptive. It is suggested that "improved" be removed 
from the claims and abstract. 

Claim Objections 

9. Claim 1 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 13 is dependent 
from itself. It is suggested that the dependency be corrected. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

11. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hsu 
(6,245,474) in view of Combes (5,714,299). Hsu teaches toner compositions where the 
size of the toner is greater than 4 microns (col. 8). Hsu specifically teaches toner 
additives applied to the surface of the toner in an amount greater than two percent of 
the toner (col. 8 lines 29 and 40-42). Hsu does not teach the size of the toner surface 
additive. Combes teaches similarly sized toners (col. ,4) that contain surface additives 
of the same size as the instant invention (claim 14). It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to use the surface additives for toners of a known size as 
taught by Combes in the toner composition taught by Hsu because of the expectation of 
similar results due to well known surface additives used for the same purpose of 
charging characteristics.
